> Claims 1 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Zhong (USPN 6,931 ,062 B2). 

Regarding claim 1, Zhong discloses, determining whether to perform motion 
compensation on motion vector decoded data or not depending on a value of a decoded 
motion vector, determining whether to perform inverse discrete cosine transformation 
(IDCT) on motion compensated data or not depending on a plurality of values of 
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decoded DCT coefficients and generating a decoded image based on the results of the 
two determination steps (Please note, column 6, lines 1-19). 

Regarding claim 8, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1, are 

applicable.
